After months of prepara¬ 
tion and debate, the Town's 


budget has been passed. 

Property owners in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake will 
be paying a 6.4 per cent 
increase for the Town’s 
portion of the municipal 
tax bill compared to last 

The $7.3 million budget 
was passed Monday after 
weeks of debate over cer¬ 
tain business cases that 
had councillors divided on 
how to spend the Town's 


money. 

In the end, an increase of 
about $200,000 over the 
original proposed budget 
was approved. 

At a special corporate 
services advisory commit¬ 
tee held hours before the 
regularly scheduled coun¬ 
cil meeting Monday, the 
councillors who attended 
decided to fully fund the 
self-contained breathing 
apparatus for the fire 


department in the capital 

Included in the other 
business cases approved 
were the increase to the 
library budget to help bal¬ 
ance their books and pur¬ 
chase new materials, the 
hiring of fire department 
staff and the hiring admin¬ 
istrative staff for the 2012 
bicentennial committee. 

Among the additions to 
the budget, council also 


approved $70,000 in reduc¬ 
tions. 

What this all means is 
that the cost per $100,000 
of an assessed home will be 
$15.27. 

Scott Tipping, director of 
corporate services, said 
although this looks to be 
the solution for this year, 
the Town cannot continue 
to carry on with this trend. 

“We need to get our 
funding up for the replac¬ 


ing of our capital funds,” 
said Tipping. 

"The long- term implica¬ 
tions are huge. Already our 
budget exceeds what our 
funding availability is in 
our forecast.” 

Tipping said when the 
local tax increase is com¬ 
bined with Niagara region 
and education tax levies, 
the overall tax bill will be 
1.48 per cent higher than 
last year.

A Queenston developer has 
cleared a major hurdle in his 
quest to turn a historic limestone 
quarry into a $50-million tourism 
and condominium project 
The long-planned makeover of 
the Queenston Quarry calls for a 
resort hotel, seven mid-rise 
condo buildings, a golf course 
and winery on the 260-acre prop¬ 
erty, which is under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission. The 


stretches the existing 30 acres of 
developable land into a thin "L"- 
shape loosely bordering 
Stamford Townline Road and the 
nearby Bevan Heights subdivi¬ 
sion. Racioppo said the re-jigged 
urban boundary includes a hotel 
and adds several project benefits, 
including a Stanley Avenue 
entrance, maximum "condo 
frontage with dramatic views” the 
preservation of an eight-acre 
band of forest that will separate 
the development from Bevan 
Heights and the uncovering of an 
old limestone rock face that is 
considered "culturally signifi- 

The commission supported 
Racioppo's request against the 
advice of its planning staff, who 
recommended the developer 
apply for an urban boundary 
change in 2015 as part of a review 
of the Niagara Escarpment Plan. 

Still, commission manager Ken 


Whitbread said the commission's 
decision wasn't a wholesale 
endorsement of the development 
plan. He said the NEC will still 
have to consider other aspects of 
the project after Niagara Region 
and the Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake have their say. 

Regional development director 
Peter Colosimo agreed. 

"It's by no means a green light 
yet," said Colosimo, who noted 
the Region is the ultimate 
approval body for any urban 
boundary change. 

Colosimo said public meetings 
will also have to be held before 
regional staff report to council 
with a recommendation, likely 
not before summer. 

While some residents voiced 
concerns about the project to the 
escarpment commission, other 
neighbours have urged a fix to the 
"industrial brownfield" in their 
backyard, Racioppo said.

The Shaw Festival's first- 
ever lockout in its rich histo¬ 
ry came to an end early 
Friday morning after 20 
hours at the bargaining 


everyone was happy with, 
said Doug Ledingham, pres¬ 
ident of International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employees (IATSE) Local 
461- which consists of the 
160 workers who were on the 
picket line last week.

Liz Frank was never much 
of a red wine drinker—she 
didn’t like the taste, and 
found it gave her a head 

But for the last year, she 
has found her tastes have 
changed, and she likes the 
occasional glass of red wine. 

Much like her sister Trudy 
Wilson. 

Which wouldn't be that 


unusual, except her fond¬ 
ness for red wine began as 
she recovered from a kidney 
transplant—the kidney 
donated by her sister. 

When Frank suffered kid¬ 
ney failure four years ago, 
there was no explanation as 
to why. She got by on med¬ 
ication for most of that time, 
and then began dialysis. 

However the time came 
for a transplant, and Wilson 
wanted to help her sister. 
She wasn’t sure her kidney 


would be accepted though— 
although the sisters were a 
match, Trudy had suffered 
some health problems. But 
after a year of thorough test¬ 
ing—you definitely know 
you’re healthy at the end of 
it, says Wilson—the doctors 
agreed, and around this time 
last year the sisters were in 
St. Joseph’s in Hamilton, 
Wilson for four days, Frank a 
couple of days longer.

A year later, both women are

"We want to see the world 
before we leave it. And I don’t 
think I’m any more vulnerable to 
illness.

Her sister, too, is living a nor¬ 
mal life with one donated kidney, 
except for the anti-rejection 


definitely improved since the 
transplant, says Frank. She has 
gone from a very restrictive diet 
to not worrying about what she 
eats, and although she handled 
dialysis well, she doesn’t have to 
think about that either. 

She says she and Wilson both 
knew going into the operation 
that the surgery and recovery is 
more difficult for the donoi; but 
she would not have accepted her 
sister’s kidney if it wasn’t some¬ 
thing she would have been will¬ 
ing to do herself. 

“They warned us it would be 
harder on Tmdy than it was on 
me, and it was very painful for 
her. She knew it would be but she 
didn’t hesitate to do it anyway. 
She’s a wonderful person. Doing 
this, this is just who she is.

ness of the importance of kidney 
health and raise funds for 
research. There are two million 
Canadians living with kidney 
and kidney-related diseases, and 
almost 3,000 Niagara volunteers 
are working to ensure that the 
March Drive is a success. There 
is a long waiting list of people 
waiting for a kidney transplant- 
more than 3,000 on the waiting 
list, but never enough kidneys. 
About 40 per cent of kidney 
transplants in Canada are from 
living donors.

Alexander Mills is about to 
take part in the journey of a 
lifetime. 

He won't be relaxing. He 
won't be sight-seeing. He 
won't be partying. 

The 16-year-old Niagara- 
on-the-Lake resident is travel¬ 
ling to Vietnam on June 30 to 
take part in a home build 
organized by the District 
School Board of Niagara 
International (DSBNi) and 
Habitat for Humanity - Global 
Village. 

Mills, an aspiring videogra- 
pher, said he was told about 
the opportunity from a 


teacher at his school, Sir 
Winston Churchill High 
School, where he attends for a 
French Immersion program. 

"I was actually very sur¬ 
prised to be selected," said 
Mills, as only one student 
from each high school from 
the DSBN is typically chosen 
to go. "I don't even know what 
I'm going to be doing exactly 
but I'm excited and ready for 
anything." 

Students will help build a 
home for a deserving family 
by building walls, pouring 
cement and other construc¬ 
tion-type projects. 

The 10-day trip costs 
$3,500. With the help from his 
school and his church, he will 
be holding various fundrais¬ 
ers to help him pay for the 
costs. The team of students is 
also looking for corporate 
sponsors to be put on the offi¬ 
cial DSBNi shirts they will be 
wearing during the build. 


Mills said he's not worried 
about collecting that amount 
of money and has been 
preparing for months now. 

The team of more than 20 
students will be meeting once 
a week to learn Vietnamese 
culture, take part in safety 
training and do team-build¬ 
ing exercises. Next week, 
they'll even be doing hot yoga 
to help them prepare for the 
intense heat they will be expe¬ 
riencing while working all day 

"I want to help. I feel like if 
we have the resources, skills 


like this then we need to be 
doing whatever we can to 
help those who don't have a 
roof over their head and give 
them hope." 

Mills admitted 
that construction 
or carpentry were 
not fields he was 
interested in get¬ 


ting into after high school, 
but he has learned a lot from 
his brother which he feels will 
help him in the build. 

One of the reasons Mills 
was chosen to go was 
because he took it upon him¬ 
self to offer to film the whole 
experience for a future pro¬ 
motional video. 

"I'm going to do a frill doc¬ 
umentary so I can bring that 
back and show the video to 
people who are interested in 
going next year. Everything 
from filming the preparation 
meetings to whatever we do 
in Vietnam will be docu¬ 
mented. Everything I get to 
see, they'll get to see." 

The students who take part 
in the trip will also receive a 
full co-op credit

Dominion Institute held a community work¬ 
shop at the Niagara Historical Society Museum 
to help veterans preserve their stories forever. 

The Ontario Veteran Community Archive is 
an online collection of stories, photographs 
and documents that houses the incredible 
experiences of Ontario’s service men and 
women. 

Jeremy Diamond, managing director of the 
Historica Dominion Institute, said he’s trying 
to encourage veterans to tell their stories of our 
military history before it’s too late. 

“It’s incredible. These old men and women 
were once young and the war shaped their lives 
forever at 19-years-old,” said Diamond. 

"To listen to a living piece of Canadian histo¬ 
ry is truly a unique experience.” 

Diamond said more than 500 veter¬ 
ans of the Second World War are dying 
each week in Canada so it is important 
to have their stories documented.
